OVER VIRGINIA: 
WINS LAHM CUP 


Dispatches Indicate the “New 
York” Has Already Trav- 
eled Over 600 Miles. 


MAKES MILE A MINUTE 


— — — 


Swift Air Currents Carry Air 
Craft From Hinton, W. 
Va., to Lynchburg. 


A big balloon resembling the New 
York, in which A. Holland Forbes and 
Max Fleischmann salled from the Rut- 
ger street gas plant at 5:33 p. m. Tues- 


day in an effort to lirt the Lahm cup. 
was reported sailing over Lynchburg 
Va., 6% miles from St. Louis, at a grea! 
rate of speed at ll a. m. Wednesday, a 
dispatch to the Post-Dispatch states. 
If the balloon is the New York, it made 
the journey through the night and morn- 
ing in a gale that carried it at 36 miles 
an hour, 

An — Press dispatch states 
that the ballooz was signted at Hinton, 
W. Va., 500 miles from St. Louis, at 9 
a. m. Wednesday. To get to Lynchburg 
in the time reported in the later dis- 
patch the balloon must have reached a 
speed of a mile a minute. 

The aeronauts are after the Lahm Cup 
record of 474 miles, held by Capt. De 
Forest Chandier, and the record of 57> 
miles made by Tony Von Phul in the 
Yalloon race last week. On the latter 
record Von Phul claims the cup, though 
he did not register for it in advance as 
required. 

A dispatch was received by the Post- 
Dispatch Wednesday morning, stating 
that a balloon had been seen over 
Leavenworth, Kan., traveling in a 
rortheasterly direction. The New York 
could not have beer in both Kansas and 
Virginia; and, as no other.balloon has 
been reported as ascending, the  dis- 
patches:..from. ‘euch 
points are pusaline..

Accident at Outset. 

‘The stat. of Forbes’ trip was thrilling. 
The steady wind fronr the wést causdd a 
yortex of eddies in the gas-yard. As the 
balloon rose it made for the roof of the 


the yard. Forbes threw out the sand 
of one. bag, and then reached down in 
the basket for another. he did so, 


the side and bottom of the basket struck 
the corrugated stee! roof with a crash. 
There was a cloud of dust, and after a 
lurch the balloon rose rapidly with the 
basket swinging from side to side. It 
|gathered speed as the fyl! force of the 
wind struck it and sailed away in the 
gathering dusk. The collision with the 
roof had torn away one bag of sand. 
Four St. Louis licensed pilots—Lam- 
bert, Honeywell, Von Phul and Bemis— 
were present at the start. Forbes and 
Fleischmann expressed themselves as 
surprised and pleased that they should 
get such assistance and_encouragement 


} from rival pilots. The four St. Louisans 


talked freely of the wind currents and 
the outcome of the trip. Lambert said 
Wednesday that ‘if Forbes breaks the 
record made by Von Phul in the Cen- 
tennial race last week, one of the four 
St. Louis pilots would start out imngdi- 
ately to break hig record. It has not 
yet been decided which one will go out 
if Forbes makes the distance, but Von 
Fhul is desirous of going. 

In the Centennial balloon race Von 
Phul in the St. Louls III traveled 660 
miles und Honeywell covered a distance 
of 4600 miles. The Lahm cup record is 
474 miles. 

Forbes was evidently out to lift the 
cup. He took alorg a thorough equip- 
ment for the journey, but he told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter there Was not a 
thing in the basket that he was not pre- 
pared to throw awey as ballast, in the 
event. that he coul! not stay up longer 
otherwise. 

His equipment was lighter than that 
of the aeupnauts who sailed in the Cen- 
tennia] ce.. His provisions were as 
frugal as that of a soldier on a forced 
march, and he carried no\ heavy fur 
coats. 

St. Louis balloon enthusiasts consider 
the trips of Forbes and Fleischmann an 
important opening of the series of at- 
tempts that will be made this week 
and next to lift the Lahm cup and es- 
tablish a new long-distance American 
record fer ballooning. They say this 
series of balloon voyages will convince 
the country that St. Louls is its aero- 
nautic center. 

Forbes ha# an international reputation 
@s an amateur bailloonist. He is a mii- 
lonaire publisher of New-~ York, and 
tallooning has been his favorite 
| pastime. He is acting president of the 
ero Club of America itn the absence of 
Cortlandt Field Bishop, who ia in 
Euro Forbes laughingly said before 
the s :

Alex R. Meier, secretary of the de- 
‘funct Meier China and Glassware Co., 
is. charged. in an information issued 


Wednesday with having: embezzled $12,- 
500 from that company. 

Meier is now under a $20,000 bond to 
appear béfore Walter D. Coles, referee 
in bankruptcy, to explain the apparent 
sequestering of this amount from the 
company’s assets. He was arrested Sept. 
#0, and was made to give bond to assure 
the referee that he wuld not leave 
the city until he had made the required 
explanation. Had he not given the bond 
he would have. been sent to jail. 

Meier is a son of E. F, W. Meter, for- 
mer Pregident of the City Council. He 
has retained Chester H. Krum as his 
counsel. After his arrest on the Fed- 
eral writ he treated his detention as 
a joke, and said he would have no dif- 
ficulty in explaining that none of the 
assets of the bankrupt company ha‘ 
been sequestered. 

The information issued Wednesday 
is indorsed with the name of Jacob 
Stocke Jr. as prosecuting witness. 
Stocke is an officer of the Progress 
Press ‘Brick Co. 

Fatled to Account. 

It ig charged the information that 
Meier failed to awpount for money which 
he received from Stocke in June, 1908. 

Stoeke told the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice that he had a bill of $3500 against 
the china company. 

In April, 1908, the company’s store was 
cestroyed by fire, and June 8, 1908, ac- 
cording to information, Meier, acting for 
the company, collected $28,000 insurance. 
On the same day he gave Stocke a 
check for $16 000.in payment of the bili 
of $3600. In returr., Stocke alleges; he 
gave Meier $12,509 In cash. 

The accusation is that Meier never 
turned over this amount to his com- 
pany, which later went into bankruptcy. 

Referee Coles failed to find this $12,500 
in the company’s *ssets. 

Traced te Hovolulu.

According. to the -official report filed 
by the United Railways Co. Wednesday, 
the number of persons carried on street 


cars during Comennias week was 5,783,- 
016. 

From the estimates furnished by the 
officials of the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
clation 470,580 persons entered St. Louis 
through Union Station. during the week. 
The East St. Louis & Suburban Railway, 
which operates the line across the Eads 
Bridge estimates that 36,000 strangers 
came over the bridge last week in addi-

It was generally thought that Thurs- 
day would be the banner day of the 
week in the number of persons trans- 
ported in street cars.

BARCELONA, Oct. 13.—Prof. Fran- 
cesco Ferrer, the Spanish educator and 
convicted revolutionigt, was shot today. 
The execution was at the Fortress of 
Montjuich, where the prisoner had been 
confined since his vzendemnation by 
court-martial. The doomed man faced 
the firing squad and received the volley 
without flinching. Except for a momen- 
tary expression of emotion immediately 
preceding his death he retained his com- 
posure to the last. 

Ferrer's attorney, M. Galceran, who 
had defended the prisoner so leyally as 
to bring about his own arrest for im- 
properly addressing the Court, has ob- 
tained permission for a brief talk with 
the revolutionist before the latter was 
led to the ditch where he was to die. 
To his attorney Ferrer spoke feelingly 
of the work for which he‘had sacrificed 
his life and of the future of his daugh- 
ter, whose brave attempt to save his life 
touched the father more deeply, appar- 
ently, than any other incident of his 
trial and conviction. 2 

aughter Appenaled to King. 

On Ferrer’s arrest his family was left 
dependent upon this caughter, who at 
once found employment in a biscuit fac- 
tory. When it was known that her 
father had been sentenced to death, 
the daughter made a personal appeal to 
King Alfonso, calling upon him in the 
name of his known generosity and 
Chivairy to spare her father’s life. 
When these facts were related by Gal- 
ceran, Ferrer broke down. It was but 
a passing emotion and presently the un- 
daunted revolutionist was again himeelf. 

Ferrer declined to receive the last sac- 
ramé@&ts and turned away from the two 
priests of the Order of Peace and Char- 
ity who had been sent by the prison 
authorities to offer him the final congo- 
lation of the church. 

When the hour of execution arrived he 
walked bravely through the prison yard 
to the ditch in the shadow of the en- 
circling wall. Without a quiver he’ faced 
the 12 infantrymen, who at the word of 
command, fired simultaneously. When 
the report of the volley had died away 
Ferrer lay dead upon the ground. 

Previous to the execution, precautions 
had been taken to forest@ll a possible 
attempt at rescue by doubling the gentt- 
nels upon the walls of the —8 


With the execution of Francisco Fer- 
rer, the authorities have removed from 
the affairs of Spain a man long suspect- 
ed of revolutionary activities and who, 
because of his education and influence, 
was deemed of peculiar danger to the 
state. 

The decree of the court-martial was 
carried out in the face of protests from 
sympathizers, not only in Spain, but in 
parts of France and ft. was said in Paris 
and Rome these protests were voiced 
in mass meetings by workmen of Social- 
istic tendencies. 

Arrested for Barcelona Riots. 

In these capitals, attacks were at- 
tempted upon the Spanish embassies, 
which, however, were protected by po- 
lice and soldiery. Many petitions for 
clemency were addressed to King Al- 
fonso, who also was threatened with 
death should he not spare Ferrer’s life. 

Ferrer’s attorney declared he did not 
have a fair trial, as the witnesses were 
not examined in open court, only their 
depositions being 

Ferrer, was formerly a director of the 
Modern School of Barcelona and was 
~epeatedly accused of teaching revolu- 
tionary doctrines. In lf he was ar- 
rested, charged with complicity with 
Manuel Morales in the attempt upon the 
life of King Alfonso on the day of the 
royal marriage. On trial Ferrer was ac- 
quitted. 

On Sept. 1 he was arrested charged 
with having incited the rioting in Bar- 
celona last summer. This outbreak.

For four days the energies of the Rast 
St. Louis poli¢e have been devoted to 
an effort to wring from Fowler a con- 
fession that he was the burglar who 
shot and mortally wounded Chief of 
Detectives Patrick F.. Gill, Sept. 2 last. 
Gill died @ week after the shooting. 

So far the net result of the “third 
degree’ inquisition to which Fowler has 
been subjected is that he has confessed 
three burglaries and 2% box-car rob- 
beries. 

Questioned by the Hour. 

Hour after hour he sits, sometimes in 
his cell and sometimes in the office of 
the Chief of Detectives, while questions 
are fired at him with such rapidity that 
the effort of answering them keeps him 
awake. 

“I don’t know how long I can stand 
this,”” he sald Wednesday. ‘That nap 
they let mé have this morning was 
the worst torture yet. It was juat 
enough sleep to make mé want more. I 
would rather have been killed than 
have been @Wakened when that half 
hour was up, My heart is weak, and 
if they keep me awake much lohger I 
will just die sitting here.” 

Fowler says that his long period of 
sleeplessness has had a queér psycho- 
logical effect on him. 

“I can hear everything they are say- 
ing to me, but I am dreaming all the 
time. ‘All night while Kenlley was 
questioning me in my cell I could see 
a feather-bed with soft pillows and a 
warm blanket. I seemed to be in a 
nightmare. I was trying to get to that 
bed, but something was holding m3 
back.

“If you keep me awake a month I 
can’t tell you anything about that, be 
cause I had nothing to do with if,” he 
says to the detectives. 

He has confessed to burglaries in the 
neighborhood where Gill was killed, at 
Eyventh and Pennsylvania avenues, but 
he says he was at work as yard clerk 
for the Ilinois Central Rallroad the 
bight of the shooting. 

The I}inoig Central yards are two 
miles from where Gill was shot.. 

Detectives have found that the yard- 
master’s records ghow that Fowler, 
known there es Creston, “laid off’’ at 11 
p. m. the night of the murder. Gill was 
shot at 2 a. m,, three hours later:

Admits He Was Conviet, 

Fowler admits that he has served two 
terms in Joliet Penitentiary, one for a 
burglary and the other ——— a 
wagon load of meat from the Chicago 
stockyards. 

He is well educated and he says that 
he received diplomas from the Chicago 
High School and from a noted business 
college. 

“I stole to get money to pay doctors’ 
bills,” he said. “IT wae sick nearly aif 
the time and nearly every doctor in 
East St. Louis has treated me. My sal- 
ary wasn't sufficient to pay them and I 
stole to get the money.” 

Physicians who have examined Fowler 
since his arrest say that his ailments

Ground for Suspicion. 


“To my mind that gave just ground 
for suspicion.

“As shown by the evidence subse- 
quently, upon further examination in 
this matter, I suppose, knowing that he 
would be examined about certain trans- 
actions in connection with it, he took 
the pains to get the privilege released

“So we have this situation: Here was 
a matter of great public interest, of pub- 
lic concern. I was interested in it; you 
were interested in it; we were all in- 
terested in ft, Here was a newspaper 
printing the news, or trying to. Here 
was this matter up for discussion, and 
[ cannot say now, I am not willing to 
say, that these inferences are too strong- 
ly drawn. 

“Lam not approving of the inferences. 
[ am simply saying that I am not able 
tc say that they were too strongly 
drawn. Now, if that is the situation— 
and as I understand the truth, that is 
the way it stands—the question ts, did 
these defendants, under the circum- 
stances, act honestly in the discharge 
of this duty which I have spoken of, if 
the law recognizes it, or were they 
prompted by a desire to injure a person 
who was affected by their aets? 


Point Not Before Court. 


_ “Ef it were necessary to decide this 
case upon the question of privilege, 
the Iack of malice, I would ‘hesitate 
quite a while before I would conclude 
that it was my duty to send these 
people .to Washington for trial, but 
that is not all.

“They Are Required to Print 
the News and Tell the 
‘Truth About It.”

the Constitution of the United States, in 
one of the amendments, which is a re- 
striction af the National Government—l 
will not try to give the language—pro- 
vides that the case shall be tried from 
the State or district where the offense 
is committed. Now 1 will state what I 
find the evidence to be, and if I am mis- 
taken about it in any way I will be glad

“The Indianapolis News Was Owned, 
the evidence shows, by these defend- 
ants, conducted and operated by them, 
printed and published by’ them in the 
city of Indianapolis, in the State of In- 
diana, at the time covered by this in- 
dictment. It had a daily circulation of 
90,000 copies. 

“About two thousand of these copies 
are circulated and distributed in the 
State of Indiana. Some four hundred or 
five hundred are distributed in one or 
two of the adjoining states and in the 
District of Columbia. There are sent by 
mail, Or were sent by mail, about fifty 
vopies—to the subscribers and persons 
who ordered them sent. 

No Office in Washington. 

“The defendants have no agent, or 
bureau or office and maintain no agen- 
fy or bureau or office in the city of 
Washington or the District of Columbia 
for the circulation of papers within that 
district. Now, I think that is what 
the evidence in this case shows as ww 
the way in which these papers are pub- 
lished and circulatec. 

“So the question is, do the defend- 
ants, when they print and publish 50 
copies in the city of Indianapolis and 
deposit them in the United States mall 
in this building, to be transmitted by 
mail to 50 subscribers in Washington; do 
they publish those 50 papers in Wash- 
ington? 

“If they do, if they did, that court 
has jurisdiction of the offense. I won’t 
go. so far as to say it has jurisdiction 
of the defendants; but if they did not, 
the court has neither jurisdiction of 
the offense nor of the defendants. Now 
let us look at it a little. To my mind. 
there is but one inference, pnd one 
conclusion that can be drawn from it. 

“These statutes that provide that 
where an offense is begun in one juris- 
diction—for example, in one county and 
completed in another, or where an act 
is done in one county and the effect 
results in another—throw considerable 
light upon the question which we have 
here, 


Act Committed {n Indiana. 

“In other werds, if a man stands 
near the edge of Marion County—with- 
in the county—and fires a shot at an 
adjoining county and kills a man, were 
it.not for this statute there is no ju- 
risdiction «to punish the man for mur- 
der’ in the county in which the ‘maa 
died. At common law he could be 
tried, convicted and punished in the 
county where he fired the shot. 

“It is only because of the statutes 
that he can be tried in either county, 
and if it were not for the statute there 
would be no jurisdiction whatever to 
try him in the adjoining county. 

“Everything that the evidence shows 
that the defendants do—or did—they 
do and did in the City of Indianapolis. 

“Now, I have thought about this thing 
a good deal and it seems to me that I 
am compelled to take one or two views, 
and there is no middle ground. I cannot 
compromise it. Hither, when the news- 
paper owner or proprietor does what the 
evidence in this case shows these de- 
fendants did—coémposed, printed and de- 
posited In the mail for dirculation these 
papers containing, for the purpose of 
this statement, libellous articles, either 
they are guilty here and in every coun- 
ty and district and jurisdiction into 
which those papers go, or they are only 
guilty here. 

How Many Offenses. 

“Now, there is no middle ground to 
take. When these defendants put the 
papers containing these, for their pur- 
pose, libelous articles into the post- 
office here in Intlianapolis, and they 
went through the mails throughout the 
country, through the various ‘States, 
counties’ and districts ,of the United 
States, either they committed a crime, 4 
a separate, independent crime, every 
time one of these papers were sent into 
another county or State or district, or 
there was but one crime, and that crime 
was here.

“Threatened” by Cook. 

During the taking of this tes- 
timony, it developed that Dr. 
Cook had told these boys, as he 
told Mr. Whitney and Billy 
Pritchard, the cabin boy, that 
they must not tell Commander 
Peary or any of us anything 
about their journey, and the boys 
stated Dr’ Cook had threatened 
them if they should tell anything. 

The narrative of these Eskimos 
is as follows: 

They, with Dr. Cook, Francke 
and nine otnér Eskimos, left An- 
oratok, crossed Smith’s Sound to 
Cape Sabine, slept in Commander 
Peary’s old house in Prayer Har- 
bor, then went through Rice 
Strait to Buchanan’ Bay, After a 
few marches Francke and three 
Eskin.us returned to Anoratok, 

Dr. Cook, with the othérg, then 
proceeded up Flagler Bay, a 
branch of Buchanan Bay, and 
crossed Ellesmere Land through 
the valley pass at thé head of 
Flagler Bay, indicated by Com- 
mander Peary in 1898, and util- 
ized by Sverdrup in 1898, to the 
head of Sverdrup’s “Bay Fiord” 
en the west side of Ellesmere 
Land. | 

Their route then lay out 
through this fiord, thence north 
through Sverdrup’s “Heuerka 
Sound” and Nansen Strait. 

On their way they killed musk 
oxen and bear, and made caches, 
arriving eventually at a point on 
the west side of Nansen Strait 
(shore of, Axel Heiberg Land of 
Sverdrup), south of Cape Thomas 
Hubbard. 

A cache was formed here and 
the four Hekimos did not go be- 
yond this point. Two others, 
Koolootingwah and  Inughito, 
went on one more march with 
Dr. Cook and the two boys, 
helped to build the snow igloo, 
then returned without sleeping. 

(These, two EBskimos brought 
back a letter from Dr. Cook to 
Francke, dated the 17th of March. 
The two men rejoined the other 
four men who had been left be- 
hind, and the six returned to An- 
oratok. arriving May 7th, This 
information was obtained not 
from the two Eskimo boys, but 
from the six men who returned 
and from Francke himeelf, and 
was known to us in the summer 
of 1908. Whem the Roosevelt first 
arrived at Btah. The information 
is inserted hére as supplement- 
ary to the narrative of the two 
boys.) 

After sleeping at the camp 
where the last two Eskimos 
turmed back, Dr. Cook aud the 
two boys went im a northerly or 
northwesterly direction with two 
sledges and twenty odd dogs, ene 
more march, when they encoun- 
tered rough ice and a lead of open 
water. They did not enter this 
rough ice, nor cross the lead, but 
turneq westward or southvwest- 
ward a short distamce and re- 
turned to Heiberg Land at a point 
west of where they had. left the 
cache and where the four men 
had turmed back. 

Here they remained four or five 
sleeps, and during that time I- 
took-a-shoo went back to the 


_ eache ang got his gua which he 


had left there, and a few items 
of supplies, ; 

When asked why only a few 
supplies were taken from the 
eache, the boys replied that only 
a small amount of provisions had 
been used in the few days since 
they left the caehe, and that their 
sledges still had all they could 
earry, so that they could not take 
more,

boys’ narrative thus far, Com- 
mander Peary suggested a serics 
of questiong to be put to the boys 
im regard to this trip from the 
land out and back te it.

“The recent disclosures, the truth of 
which, as Mr. Crane in his statement 
points out, the Department of State fails 
to deny, may have served this purpose 
very well, and the fact that the depart- 
ment felt called upon «to ‘punish” Mr.

After Secretary Knox had notified Mr.

PARIS, Oct. 13.—The first active step, 
the first vigerous fight toward the fu- 
ture monopoly of the atmosphere is to 
be taken here-at once and in the inter- 
est of American fiyers, the Wright 
brothers. 

It is said that the managers of the 
Compagnie Generale de Navigation 
Aerienne, to which Wilbur and Orville 
Wright sold their patents for France, 
and in which they own shares, will 
seize, technically, all the aeroplanes 
that flew at the recent meet at Juvisy, 
or that are now in the aeronautica! 
show here, except the Voisin biplanes. 

With this exception every aeroplane 
in the show, including the Farman, the 
Latham, the Bleriot and the Renault— 
Pelterie heavier-than-air machines, will 
be subjected to what the French law 
calls a descriptive seizure—‘‘saisie de- 
scriptive.”” This does not involve the 
actual seizure of the machines, but is 
a process whereby an official descrip- 
tion of a machine is recorded for the 
future benefit of the court. In effect, it 
is an injunction. 

The chief claim which the Companie 
Generale makes is that these aeroplanes 
infringe on the warping wing principle 
of the Wright machine. It is the same 
point the Wrights make in their suit 
against Glenn H, Curtiss in America.. 
The company declares it does not desire 
to close the aeronautic show nor to 
interfere with the manufacture of other 
machines. It wants simply the legal is- 
sue decided in order that it may obtain 
royalty for the infringement which it 
claims is due.

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THE RIGHT OF FREE SPEECH 
Judge Anderson of the United States Court, ques- 
tioning the propriety of indictment in the Panama 
libel case, went to the heart of the issue. Remark- 
ing that there were honest expressions of opinion 
regarding the choice of routes for the Panama 
Canal, and as to the wisdom of ‘the Government's. 
constructing or owning an Atlantic-Pacific canal, 
he characterized the whole Panama scheme as “a 
great political project.” He continued: 

The press has a public duty to perform and in 
political discussions it seems to me that the concep- 
tion of bel should be greatly different from the 
conception that should apply to a case of libel 
on a person’s private character. I am not seeking 
to prejudice the case at this time; I am only seek- 
ing for light on the question here as to whether 
criminal libel may be possible in this matter. Crim- 
inal libel is a crime against society. 

I am of the opinion that the fact that certain 
persons were called ‘thieves’ and ‘swindlers’ does 
constitute libel per se. A newspaper has a cer- 
tain duty to perform. As a former president had 
said: “It is the duty of a newspaper to print the 
news and to tell the truth about it.” It is the 
duty of a newspaper to draw inferences for the 
people 

The vital question in this whole proceeding 
against the New York World and Indianapolis 
News is the freedom of the press—its freadcm to 
discuss public policies and the acts and purposes 
of public officcrs and of men who deal with the 
Government. Free publication and discussion of 
public affairs in which the people are concerned 
is not only a right but a duty. It is necessary to 
the protection of society and the safeguarding of 
public interests that the press shall fearlessly lay 
bare all facts touching upon public questions and 
governmental acts and shall direct public opinion 
to their significance. 

As -the real issue in the libel cases is the free- 
dom of the press, so the real point of the conten- 
tion against the removal of the accused persons to 
Washington for trial is the right of the citizen to 
be tried where the alleged offense was committed 
and to be protected from the injustice of trial far 
from home under conditions which make success- 
ful defense costly and difficult. On this point 
Judge Anderson, dismissing the removal pro- 
ceedings, said: 

That man has read the history of our institu- 
tions to little purpose who does not view with 
apprehension the success of such a proceding as 
this to the end that citizens could be dragged 
from their homes to the District of Columbia, 
the seat of Government, for trial under the cir- 
cumstances of this case. 

Every step in the libel proceeding renders clear- 
er the evident intent to use the process of the 
Government to punish the accused newspaper men, 
not for libel, but for criticism of the Roosevelt 
administration. The effect of sich punishment 
would naturally be the intimidation of the press 
generally. It is this aspect of the cases which em- 
phasize their importance as a test of the funda- 
mental and constitutional right of free speech. 
he decision of Judge Anderson against the 
oval of the defendants marks the first vic 
for the liberty of the

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TOO POOR FOR THE SENATE. 
United States Senator Frank P. Flint of Cali- 


fornia, with re-election his to command, has de- 
cided to retire at the end of his present term, a 
year from next March. He explains that he is 
too poor to remain in the Senate. While yet he is 
able he owes it to his family to get out of politics 
and endeavor to acquire a competence. 

This is an astonishing variation of the rule 
which governs senatorial longevity. “Few die 
and none resign” has been as true of the Upper 
House of Congress as of the personnel of any de- 
partment of goverrment. We have had men go to 
the Senate because they were rich and because 
they wanted to get rich. We have had poor men 
defeated because they were poor and rich men 
because they lacked other qualities, but heretofore 
we have had but one man—Senator Spooner— 
calmly renounce ‘the honor within his grasp 
because he could not aford to accept it. 
Between the lines of Senator Flint’s statement 
captiousness might find a condemnation of some 
of his colleagues leés squeamish than he, or an 
intimation”that he is himself too honest to take 
advantage of the opportunities supposed to come 
to a Senator. A cruel view is that Flint is a subtle 
politician bent on influencing opinion in his own 
favor by a pretense of poverty. It is becoming a 
popular conception that a man who can’t afford 
to serve the public is the man the public can’t 
afford not to have in its service. But it is a very 
unusual situation—a man who can’t afford to ac- 
cept a $7500 position with mileage from California.

I figured that by doing there would be 
at least one more officer or agent to help the work 
along without additional expense to the society. But 
I was blandly told that my services were not needed 
and that only policemen or men appointed by the Po- 
lice Department could be used. Now, my opinion is 
that at least a dozen or more willing and humane 
citizens (F. H. Wilmarth and “C. P.” included) 
would, like myself, gladly give their spare time to 
the work if allowed to exercise authority when they 
see an act of cruelty on the streets, and this without 
any expense to the society. 

In all cases like above it seems to me that much of 
the money appropriated to carry on a good work is 
misspent in paying salaries and fitting out offices 
and paying for a lot of annual reports that can never 
help a poor suffering animal...»

back and say to us: ‘““‘When you see a case of cruel- 
ty, report it and we will take care of it,” but I Nave 
found that to be a failure in nine out of ten cases. 
I made two reports, one in writing and one by tele- 
phone, and nothing ever came from either of them.
